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He's not married, although many of his fellow workers are. 
He has a mother who wants to know what time he will be home for 
dinner. He gets perplexed just like any of us. He probably has 
pie for lunch instead of a highball. When he finds himself in a 
risky situation he gets a little scared. Definitely quite human 
and quite different for a fictional character from a top rated 


radio show. But if you're Jack Webb this is par for the course. 


His contributions and legacy to radio and television history 
was unusual to say the least. It is hoped that this publication 
will explore his most famous creation, DRAGNET, and the mark it 
left in radio and our own popular culture. The compilers of this 


work will measure its success by the value others receive from it.

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BACKGROUND 


He began life as John Randolph Webb on April 3, 1920 in Santa 
Monica, California. In high school he took up acting. He was not 
handsome, but there was something about that voice that quietly and 
intently held the scene. He considered art as a career and was 


noted for his cartooning in college when World War II broke out. 


He supported his mother during this period by taking a job at 
Silverwood's Men Clothing in Los Angeles until he enlisted in the 
Army Air Corps in 1943. His radio career started in San Francisco 
in 1945 ina series called LITTLE MAN INSIDE over ABC. He was also 
a special events reporter and in 1946 got his own program called 
appropriately enough, THE JACK WEBB SHOW, which emphasized comedy 


and satire, also on ABC. But his real interest was in radio drama. 


Webb wanted a successful radio series, and the answer was PAT 
NOVAK, FOR HIRE. A Pacific Coast show over ABC, this program clicked 
right from the start. Streamlined and tightly written, the dialogue 
by Jim Moser sparkled and so did the acting. Writer, producer and 
director Richard Breen left Webb for Hollywood and soon was in demand 
as a screenwriter. Moser stayed with Webb and NOVAK. Later Breen 
encouraged Webb to go to Hollywood and try his luck in films. Webb 
obliged and PAT NOVAK, FOR HIRE continued in San Francisco with Ben 
Morris in the title role. While in Hollywood Webb starred as JOHNNY 
MADERO, playing a tough San Francisco waterfront detective. The show 


was heard over Mutual during the summer of 1947, then was cancelled. 


JEFF REGAN followed, on CBS, also from Hollywood, but lasted for 
only a few months. To hone his craft more, Webb took on freelance 
acting roles on SUSPENSE, ESCAPE, THE WHISTLER, and MICHAEL SHAYNE. 
He was fortunate to work with the best directors in the business 
at that time, including William Spier, William N. Robeson and George 
W. Allen. He learned dedication and discipline, attributes that 
would remain with him. When PAT NOVAK, FOR HIRE moved to Hollywood 
Webb resumed as the star with Raymond Burr joining the cast as Lt. 
Hellman. It was during this time that Webb's work in films was dele- 


gated to supporting roles. His first film was HOLLOW TRIUMPH, in 
1948. In that same year he appeared in a film called HE WALKED BY 
NIGHT, in which a psychotic killer, superbly played by Richard 
Basehart, is steadily but relentlessly tracked down by the Los 
Angeles Police. It was that film, about a police manhunt, or a 
dragnet, that clicked with Webb. His part in the film was pivotal 
as the crime lab technician who gathers minute evidence in the 


trackdown, or dragnet, of the elusive killer. An excellent film. 


If you view this film today, everything about DRAGNET was in 
place ....... but nobody realized it then. The shots of the Los 
Angeles skyline and City Hall, the narrative documentary style and 
the investigative work of the star, Scott Brady, are unmistakable 


precursors of the DRAGNET radio, and later TV and film adaptations. 


One day during the filming, Webb casually asked Sgt. Marty 
Wynn of the LAPD, Technical Advisor to HE WALKED BY NIGHT, about 
the possibility of doing a radio series based on actual police 
case files. Wynn liked the idea, so Webb collected information 
from the LAPD, developed characters and a format, and then cut an 
audition record for NBC. DRAGNET was then given the green light. 


Webb was offered a sustaining (unsponsored) slot as a summer 
replacement for THE LIFE OF RILEY. As Webb later recalled: "I 
created it. NBC took it out of sheer need to fill time left vacant 
when their stars deserted en mass to CBS." Before DRAGNET aired 
for the first time, Webb went to C.B. Horrall, then Los Angeles 


police chief, and asked for his cooperation on the upcoming series. 


"You're on the right track," Horrall told him. "You don't 
make heroes of cops and you're reflecting the day-to-day drudgery 
of police work." He promised his cooperation. Sgts. Marty Wynn 


and Vance Brasher were retained as technical advisors to DRAGNET. 


DRAGNET premiered on Friday, June 3rd, 1949. Though the over- 
lap was short, Webb concluded his starring role on PAT NOVAK, FOR 
HIRE on June 25, 1949. It was now clear sailing for Webb & DRAGNET. 


In its original format, DRAGNET was different from the one we 
are familiar with. The opening theme and score was composed and 
Conducted by William Lava, who had a distinguished career as a film 
composer and would continue to do so in later years, concentrating 
his efforts in television. The first producer was William Rousseau 
who had worked with Webb in PAT NOVAK, FOR HIRE. The announcer was 
Eddy King and the sound effects were expertly performed by a team 
headed by Bud Tollefson and Wayne Kenworthy. They would remain with 
DRAGNET for the entire run on radio. The first script was written 


by Robert Ryf with Webb himself supervising the entire production. 


As his partner and co-star, Webb selected a capable and popular 
actor in Barton Yarborough in the important role of Sgt. Ben Romero. 
His background included the part of Doc Long in the I LOVE A MYSTERY 
radio and film series and as Clifford Barbour in ONE MAN'S FAMILY. 


Their boss, Chief of Detectives Ed Backstrand, was played by 
Charles McGraw in the premiere show, but Raymond Burr, fresh from 
his role of Lt. Hellman on PAT NOVAK, FOR HIRE, joined the series 
on the fourth show and remained for the next twenty two programs. 


After Burr's departure, that character was dropped in favor of 
Thad Brown, Chief of Detectives. Tol Avery played that role though 
other actors at times took on the part and occasionally another one 


of the supervising detectives took on the role as Sgt. Friday's boss. 


A reoccuring role in DRAGNET was Ma Friday, Sgt. Joe Friday's 
mother, beautifully portrayed by Peggy Webber throughout the entire 
run on radio. She brought a simple dignity to the program for she 


worried, as any mother would, about the safety of her dedicated son. 


Catching and prosecuting a criminal requires teamwork and on 
DRAGNET Joe Friday depended upon the expert work of Lee Jones in 
the crime lab. Originally Herb Butterfield played this part and 
later, Ofan Soule did Ray Pinker on both the radio and TV version. 


Presented now are script samples in the development of DRAGNET. 


From the first program, the familiar opening statement of 
"only the names were changed to protect the innocent" was in place. 
The opening narrative by Webb, in the title role as Sgt. Joe Friday, 
ran as follows: "My identification card reads badge #4315, Blood 
Type 0. My name's Joe Friday and I'm a sergeant, base pay $338 a 
month and I've never heard of time-and-a-half. In complying with 
the Department Directive, we work in pairs. My partner's name is 
Sergeant Ben Romero. Ben's married and has a six year old boy. 
I'm still single. Ben and I work for "The Skipper", Ed Backstrand, 
Chief of Detectives. There is one thing down here at Central Div- 


ision that will get you on the move and that's Ed Backstrand's voice." 


On show #2, which aired on June 10th, 1949, Webb again supplied 
the opening narrative, but notice the change in content: "It was 
Tuesday, March 25th. It was cold in Los Angeles. We were working 
the night watch out of homicide. Detectives in Los Angeles work in 
pairs. My partner's Ben Romero. He's a sergeant, so am I. My name's 
Friday. The Boss is Ed Backstrand, Chief of Detectives. I was on the 
way back from the record bureau and it was 13 minutes past 11 when I 


got to Room 42 ... Homicide." The script is tighter and to the point. 


Now take a look at the opening to show #3, aired on June 17th, 


1949: "You are a detective sergeant. You are assigned to robbery 


detail. There's a potential killer on the loose in your city. 18 
women have been beaten and robbed by this man. The newspapers call 
him "The Werewolf". Your job is to get him." This is immediately 


followed by announcer Hal Gibney, who presents us the following: 


"DRAGNET, the documented drama of an actual crime, investigated 
and solved by the men who unrelentingly stand watch on the security 
of your home, your family, and your life. For the next 30 minutes, 
in cooperation with the Los Angeles Police Department, you will 
travel step by step on the side of the law through an actual case 
from official police files. From begining to end, from crime to 


punishment, DRAGNET is the story of your police force in action." 


Then Webb completes the opening narrative with: "It was Thursday 


morning, February 2nd. It was raining in Los Angeles. We were 
working the early morning watch out of robbery detail. Detectives 
in Los Angeles work in pairs. My partner's Ben Romero. He's a 
Sergeant and so am I. My name's Friday. The boss is Ed Backstrand, 
the Chief of Detectives. I was on the way back from a teletype 
room, and it was 3 AM when I got to Room 27A, Robbery Detail." 


Show #3 may also be the most important program in the history 
and development of DRAGNET. The music was now composed and conducted 
by Walter Schumann, who presented one of the most dramatic openings 
in radio. The first four notes, "dum-de-dum-dum" are now a part of 
American folklore, known world-wide to this day as the signature 
theme of DRAGNET and easily one of, if not the most famous theme in 
radio history. What we know as the "Dragnet March" was actually a 
lyricless suite called "Danger Ahead." Schumann correctly invoked 


dramatic bridge music to set the scene and make DRAGNET memorable. 


Listener response grew to make this summer replacement a hit 
series. In 1949 DRAGNET first aired on Friday June 3rd, then on 
Thursday begining July 7th, then on Saturday begining September 3rd, 
and then back to Thursday begining October 6th, for their first 
sponsored broadcast. Now Webb had a bigger budget to work with. 


Represented by the Cunningham-Walsh Advertising Agency, Liggett 
& Myers Tobacco Company, makers of Fatima and Chesterfield Cigarettes, 
were now sponsoring DRAGNET. Frank Barton and Hal Gibney were the 


announcers. George Fenneman would later replace Frank Barton in 1950. 


DRAGNET was soon the talk of playgrounds and office buildings 
alike. Webb had always been a stickler for police procedure which 
included the numbered codes to identify crimes such as a 459 or 211. 
As Webb recalled: "We realize the man in Duluth may not understand 
the first time he hears that an A.P.B. stands for an All Points 
Bulletin. But we think he'd prefer the true ring of the dialogue 
to some pointed up, stilted translation." DRAGNET was treating its 
audience like intelligent human beings, a real first in radio drama. 


Care and preparation were evident with production values very high. 


At this point, Webb reflected back while looking ahead to the 
continued success of his series. "It didn't knock anyone out. 
After eighteen weeks, it even got a sponsor. But get this. I 
once thought DRAGNET lacked listener appeal. I was about ready to 
sell it down the river. I almost undersold the public. I'd been 
schooled by people who said the radio public was comprised of 12 


year old mentalities, the kind who prefer tripe to truth." 


Webb need not have worried. In the first two years, DRAGNET 
had won seven citations, including two runner-ups to the coveted 
Peabody Award. Its Hooper ratings continued to soar with each 


program as one of the highest rated dramatic series on the air. 


For a typical DRAGNET production, here is what was involved to 
bring it on the air. Webb and writer James Moser or John Robinson 
would pore over case histories furnished to them by policemen from 
the LAPD files. Webb then interviewed the officers who worked on 
those cases. Conferences are held before, during and after the 
scripts are written. The script is then submitted to the LAPD for 
technical corrections. The City Attorney's office then checks for 
legal implications. After a script approval, Webb then assembles 
his cast where a read around is done. A dress rehearsal is next 
and this includes any final additions or cuts, timing or editing 
as required. Collaboration with the sponsor on the commercial tie 
in to the program is thoroughly reviewed by Webb. Then the program 
goes on live with an LAPD officer present to make sure what was on 
the script was followed through. Later when the series was pre- 
recorded an officer was not necessary but the recording was heard 


prior to airing. To make this complete, Webb directed the program. 


The LAPD was behind this series and enthusiastically recommended 
it as a public relations tool for their recruiting and image. Even 
the critics found it unusual and refreshing for a radio series. John 
Crosby called DRAGNET "astonishing because nothing astonishing happens. 
Trouble is, most police work is so methodical, it's hard to make it 
exciting. The alternative is to put crime detection in human terms, 


which DRAGNET seems to be trying to do." Webb agreed with the critic. 


"We didn't do it by underplaying, because underplaying is still 
acting. We tried to make it as real as a guy pouring a cup of coffee. 
We just read and let Jim Moser, our writer, take care of the charact- 
erizations and the dramatic impact. He put alot of punch into it by 
writing the dialogue against a situation. When Joe Friday came across 
a corpse, I reported it with about as much emotion as a man finding a 


penny on the sidewalk ..... and with the same amount of preparation." 


It was only a matter of time before DRAGNET was on television. 
But with success came tragedy. After only three episodes were in 
the can, which included the pilot film, Barton Yarborough, who played 
Sgt. Ben Romero, died of a heart attack. His death on December 19th, 


1951, at the age of 50, created a problem for this popular series. 


Webb solved it by having the character die, of the same illness, 
on the radio version. The broadcast of December 27th, 1951, was a 
touching tribute entitled "The Big Sorrow", while at the same time 
introducing us to his new partner, Ed Jacobs, played by veteran radio 
character actor Barney Phillips. A rotating group of actors later | 
played Sgt. Joe Friday's partner on both radio and television. 


In radio, the roll call read: Barney Phillips - 16 times, Herb 
Ellis - 9 times, Vic Perrin - 6 times, Martin Milner - 3 times, and 


once each by Harry Bartell, Ken Peters, and Ken Patterson. 


On September 21st, 1952, radio actor and announcer Ben Alexander 
was tapped to portray Officer Frank Smith, a role that was originated 
by Harry Bartell. Webb realized that the chemistry was just right. 
Alexander looked and sounded like everyone's favorite uncle, a man 
you could trust. It was during this time that an element of humorous 
byplay developed between Friday and Smith that would add some very 
welcome comic relief to an otherwise very somber tone of the program. 


Alexander remained with the program to the end of the radio series. 


When you are a successful radio and television series, you are 
bound to be parodied. Stan Freberg made a popular recording in "St. 


George and the Dragonet", lampooning the delivery of Webb and the 


music from DRAGNET. Webb got a kick out of hearing it. One of the 
few remaining worlds to conquer was a movie version of DRAGNET. It 
was filmed in color by Warner Brothers in 1954, and was moderately 
successful. Part of the key to that success was Webb's use of many 
of his stock company of players from radio and television. Besides 
Starring, he also directed. Stacy Harris, who portrays Max Troy, 
is the personification of evil and literally steals the film with 
an outstanding performance. Also appearing are Vic Perrin, Georgia 


Ellis, Virginia Gregg, Harry Bartell, Olan Soule, and Richard Boone. 


With television and film projects pending, such as the movie 
version of PETE KELLY'S BLUES, it was evident that the radio series 
was drawing to a close. The 318th, and final program was aired on 
September 20th, 1955. It was fittingly titled "The Big Close". 


Re-runs ran an additional two years on NBC, utilizing the shows 
from 1952 thru 1954. The initial television run ended in 1959. Webb 
was free to pursue other ventures. This included films like THE D.I., 
30, and THE LAST TIME I SAW ARCHIE. In 1963 he became head of the 
Warner Brothers Television Division. In 1966 MCA approached Webb 
with the proposal of making a made-for-TV DRAGNET movie, so he sold 
them 278 episodes of the original series for $5 million, retaining a 


percentage of future profits and a say in any future developments. 


DRAGNET was revived as a TV series, now shot in color but also 
employing the same techniques of writing, casting and filming he had 
done years earlier. When DRAGNET ended for the last time in 1970, 
Webb still had two other series working: ADAM 12 and EMERGENCY. 


When Jack Webb passed away on December 23rd, 1982, his respect 
was such that flags were flown at half staff at Police Headquarters 
in Parker Center and at sub stations throughout the city. Police 
officers considered him one of their own. A Webb legacy is the 
Police Academy Trust Fund, to which he contributed 6% of the profit 
he made on the first showing of DRAGNET and ADAM 12. Two major 
buildings at the Academy, where LAPD officers are trained, were 
built with the proceeds from that Trust Fund that Jack Webb started. 


HOW TO READ AND ENJOY THE DRAGNET LOG 


DRAGNET abounds with facts and statistics fans and collectors 
alike love to pore over. The compilers hope we have filled that 
need. You try to include everything about this series that may 


be important to those wanting to learn more about this program. 


If critical information is omitted, please contact us so that 


the next updated edition will incorporate any changes. Thank you. 


Six critical areas compose the DRAGNET log. Reading from left 
to right, the first entry is SHOW #. As a quick reference guide, 
DRAGNET broadcast 318 programs on radio between June 3rd, 1949 and 
September 20th, 1955. At times scripts were repeated, generally 
with a different cast. The first 18 programs were sustaining or 
unsponsored. Starting with SHOW #19 on October 6th, 1949, Fatima 
Cigarettes sponsored DRAGNET through program #168 on September 11th, 
1952, for a total of 150 programs. Chesterfield Cigarettes assumed 
sponsorship on September 14th, 1952 with SHOW #169, and concluded 
its sponsorship on September 20th, 1955 with SHOW #318, for a total 
of 150 programs. Coincidental? The compilers think not. No doubt 
this was a predetermined arrangement between NBC, Jack Webb, and 
Liggett & Myers Tobacco Company through their agency Cunningham-Walsh. 


The second entry is the air DATE. DRAGNET generally adhered to 
a weekly schedule unless there was a scheduie change or a pre-emption. 


This log will indicate each and every change the program went through. 


The third entry is the working TITLE. These were created by the 
writer of that particular show as a guide to the subject in question. 
Most are called The Big .... (something or another). They were not 


air titles because DRAGNET never employed any. Strictly reference. 


The fourth entry is WRITER. For the sake of brevity, each of 
the writers' names are coded by their initials. Most of the scripts 
were written by first James Moser, and later John Robinson, though 


there are others who contributed including Jack Webb & Ben Alexander. 


The following writer code will be employed in the log following 
the title of each program. Occasionally scripts were co-authored 


such as R/S. Again refer to the code below for author verification.

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The fifth entry is CASE TYPE. At a glance you can check out 


what the overall subject matter was of that particular program. 


The sixth and final entry is DESCRIPTION. Here is presented 


an overall summation of that particular program being broadcast. 


There was one more catagory that could have been included but 
was not because of information lacking. Upon reviewing the scripts 
most of the programs indicated individual cast members and the roles 
they played in that particular program. Unfortunately some of the 
early scripts do not indicate this. You can listen to the programs 
and make an educated guess, but you are running the risk of a wrong 
guess. After careful deliberation, this compiler chose to leave out 
this catagory until ALL of the performersrare: properly identified. 


When DRAGNET ended its initial run on September 20th, 1955, it 
did not mean the end of DRAGNET as a viable radio feature. Reruns 
from the 1952-53 and 1953-54 seasons started on September 27th, 1955 
as SHOW #319 and continued to February 26th, 1957 as SHOW #382 in 
the series. It is interesting to note that Webb and NBC aired all 
of the reruns in exact broadcast order from programs 9-21-52 thru 


3-23-54. A log of this series is also presented for your interest. 


To the collector who wants the entire run of DRAGNET, he may 


soon achieve his goal. Of the 318 programs aired, only 23 do not 


exist at this time. They are SHOW #1, 19-25, 81, 88, 90-94, 100, 
112, 121, 123, 124, 158, 168 & 316. Interestingly through various 
sources such as home recordings, Armed Forces Radio Service discs 


and other sources, it is inevitable that the entire run will surface. 


It would not be fitting to close off this project without a 
gratitude of thanks to those who made DRAGNET the success it was. 


To Jack Webb, Barton Yarborough, and Ben Alexander who took the 
ball and ran with it successfully to create a high point in dramatic 
radio with DRAGNET. To his supporting cast of top professionals who 
breathed life into each production, théy ineluded Virginia Gregg, 
Peggy Webber, Lillian Buyeff, Vic Perrin, Harry Bartell, Larry 
Dobkin, Stacy Harris, Jack Kruschen, Richard Beals, Herb Ellis, 

Tol Avery, Raymond Burr, Herb Butterfield, Barney Phillips, Sam 
Edwards, Martin Milner, Ken Peters, and others who made it happen. 


From the production end, writers' James Moser and John Robinson 
and the other contributors who proved what dramatic radio could 
achieve. To the sound effects wizards Bud Tollefson and Wayne 
Kenworthy, you could and did conjure up wonderful sounds we all 
remembéred. To Chiefs C.B. Horrall and William H. Parker, a tip 
of the hat for your support of DRAGNET, and to Sgts. Marty Wynn 
and Vance Brasher, two of the best technical advisors we could 
ask for from the Los Angeles Police Department to make DRAGNET 
work. To Liggett & Myers Tobacco Company, thanks for staying 
with DRAGNET throughout its radio run because you believed in it. 


And last but not least the announcers who set the scene and 
brought DRAGNET into our homes. To Hal Gibney, Frank Barton and 


George Fenneman, you could not do it any better. Thank you again. 


A project of this scope could not exist without the help of 
dedicated individuals who saw the importance of it. Our thanks 
to John & Larry Gassman, Don Aston, Roy Hooper, David Siegel, and 
last but not least Brigitte Kueppers, Librarian at the Arts and 
Special Collections section of the UCLA Research Library for so 
graciously making available Jack Webb's original collection of 
bound scripts without which this present log could not be completed.
